INTRODUCTION 


At the invitation of the National Peace and Solidarity Council in 
the Republic of Iraq, in cooperation with the Afro-Asian Peoples’ »0- 
lidarity Organisation and the World Peace Council, the Baghdad 3rd 
Iniernutional Seminar on “Problems of Development and the Struggle 
for a New International Economic Order” was convened. 


This Seminair is the fifth round of international meevings organis- 
ed by the Iraqi Peace and Solidarity Council, in cooperation witn our 
Organisation and the World Peace Council. 


These encounters have become a glorious tradition followed in 
our international activities, within the framework of our common so- 
lidarity with the peoples’ struggle in its up-to-date form : final econo- 
mic liberation from imperialist plundering, and progress on the paths 
of independent development and socio-economic changes. 


The three organisations convened the first International Confe- 
rence in support of the government and people of Iraq when Iraq 
nationalised its oil wealth (August 1972). The 1st International Semi- 
nar was held on November 2, 1972, under the theme “Oil as a weapon 
against imperialism and Israeli aggression, and as a means of devel- 
oping an independent national economy”. The 2nd International Se- 
minar was convened under the title : “Oil and raw materials : for 
economic development and social progress, as well as equitable econo- 
mic relations” (November 1974). 


Our Organisation has held, in conjunction with the Iraqi Na- 
tional Peace and Solidarity Council, its Eleventh Council Session in 
March 1974, marking a decisive turning point in the history of the 
organisation. Its international impact was by no means less than that 
of the aforementioned meetings. On the basis of subsequent develop- 
ments arising after the Conference and the 1st and 2nd Seminars were 
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held, we convened the present Seminar. These developments occurred 
in the following directions : 


a) The first three meetings contributed to certain developments 
(among several forces and factors) which made public opinion aware 
of the necessity, for the developing countries, to liberate their basic 
wealth and impose themselves as sovereign over it, pursuing at the 
same time the liberation of their economies from the shackles of im- 
perialism and imperialist systems of exploitation, in favour of their 
future development. 


b) The above was reflected in the adoption of international 
stands, in particular in conferences held by non-aligned countries, 
and in United Nations resolutions emanating from the 6th and 7th 
Special Sessions of the General Assembly, thus internationally legaliz- 
ing these indisputable events. 


c) Shifting of the balance of power in confrontation areas in 
favour of economic liberation and self-cevelopment, especially with re- 
gards to the issue of the right to nationalise. 


The peoples have gained new experiences in the course of this 
struggle. Whereas nationalisation was a major goal on which all hopes 
were pinned for modifying internationai economic relations, experience 
showed that nationalisation was only the first step in the path of eco- 
nomic liberation. 


Imperialist states as well as their multinational monopolies ope- 
rating across national boundaries dispose of numerous means to 
hamper the consequences of nationalisation and to maintain the very 
essence of the old relations, based on exploitation through the modi- 
fication of certain legitimate structures. 


The Baghdad 3rd International Seminar was convened on the 
basis of the evolution of the peoples’ experiences, and of the shifting 
of the balance of power, in favour of their liberation. 


The International Preparatory Committee of the Seminar held 
in Baghdad in March 1976, referred te the importance of taking these 
developments into consideration. 


Gis 


The profound and serious researches submitted to this Seminar 
revealed the facts of the current struggle between the liberation yorces 
in developing countries on the one hand, and imperialism and its 
monopolistic partners on the other. Tney equally high-lignted the pro- 
blems and requirements of the struggle, showing that the peoples’ road 
lying ahead and leading to continued liberation from imperialist eco- 
nomic control and from the international capitalist market was long 
and. difficult”. 


The first prerequisite of this struggle is the unification of na- 
tionalist forces in all countries, in particular those suffering from 
common problems, and in general among developing and _ socialist 
countries, with the Soviet Union at the forefront. The first step in 
this direction is the establishment of equitable economic relations. 


THE BAGHDAD DECLARATION POINTED OUT CLEARLY THAT : 


— It must be recognized that some of the researches submitted 
have generally remained at the level of a general review of the prob- 
lems of development and economic liberation, 


— This, however, does not diminish the importance of analysis 
and profound investigation of the latest problems faced by the people 
with regards to the current struggle to achieve development and to 
establish a new international economic order.

Your Conference convenes under the theme “Development 
Problems and the Struggle for a New International Economic 
Order’, on a memorable day in the history of the struggle of 
peoples against backwardness, exploitation and political serf- 
dom. 


This is the 1st of June. 


On this day, in 1972, our valiant masses were able through 
the cohesion of their ranks and their unremitting determinaticn, 
to wrench their rights and realise overwhelming victory over 
the strongest and most brutal international monopolies. 


The success of the oil nationalisation battle in Iraq led and 
planned by our Party, the Socialist Arab Baathist Party, and 
the emerging new positions and relationships, as well as con- 
sequent revolutionary laws, only prove with clear evidence, the 
ability of the militant peoples to put an end to monopolist 
imperialist domination as well as to secure basic requirements 
for building society on modern cultural and scientific founda- 
tions as well as to play an effective role in the overall interna- 
tional liberation movement in order to assure equitable humane 
relationships between nations the world over. 


The emancipation of the national economy and the imposi- 
tion of absolute sovereignty over local and national resources 
while placing them in the service of development and political 
objectives, only represent the material base for the defence of 
political independence as well as to secure safeguards capable 
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of developing and reinforcing the struggle against reaction and 
colonialism. 


Nationalisation acts in Iraq provided favourable conditions 
for the achievement of remarkable successes in all fields while 
their impact was clearly reflected in the life of the masses and 
in the rapid progress of society towards effective objectives. 


Friends, 


Distinguished Guests, 


Comprehensive development has come to occupy a promin- 
ent place in the interest of the deve!o»ing countries as represent- 
ing the most difficult issue facing the society suffering from 
economic backwardness, which is responsible for their deterior- 
ated social situation, low standard of living and slow 
intellectual and cultural development and, consequently, their 
dependence on exploiting imperialist countries. Hence, those 
peoples began seeking the best means for developing their 
economic and social life and realising the greatest prosperity 
for their citizens, with the least possible squandering of their 
resources and potentialities. 


Dear Friends, 


All political and economic developments the world over, 
proved the futility of allowing development .to be spontaneously 
realised. Hence, most liberation revolutions called for the devel- 
opment of economies according to a time-table assuring active 
intervention of the State in devising this development, which 
the people set up as one of their most important objectives 
and aspirations. 


This development encompasses the overall action of the 
society in its social, cultural, scientific aspects while creating 
opportunities for work and a decent life for all citizens ac- 
cording to a cohesive planned scientific method far remoted 
from spontaneity and haphazardness. 
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Experiences of the past taught us that the tight correla- 
tion between the political strategy and the strategy of com- 
prehensive development in its larger sense, is the optimal way 
for reaching our objectives of full economic and _ political 
liberation. 


The revolutionary liberation movement, in its constant 
struggle for the evolution and development of society, should 
depend on its political theory to avoid set-backs and retrogres- 
sion, which certain revolutions over the world suffered because 
of lack of cohesion between the political strategy and develop- 
ment objectives. This meeting of yours is but a means for 
studying past experiences, to make use of successes achieved 
and avoid setbacks undergone by others. 


Building the revolutionary modern state is by no means 
an easy task, but is one of the most difficult facing us all and 
requiring’ exceptional effort and an extended period of time; 
an effort, no less in significance and effectiveness than those 
efforts exerted in preparing for the victory and preservation 
of the revolution. 


The resolution of development problems and the struggle 
for an equitable international economic order, is a revolution- 
ary process which includes bringing about radical changes in 
all aspects of the international community and its relation- 
ships. Consequently, the solution of these problems and reach- 
ing the required order, necessitates the exchange of views and 
experiences at the international level, taking into account 
available material potentialities and human capabilities for 
the realisation of these objectives. 


We, in the Iraqi Republic, as part of the international 
community and according to our revolutionary course based on 
our national features, distinctive in form and content, drew 
up, in our political report issued by the eighth regional con- 
ference of the leading party, the Socialist Arab Baathist Party, 
strategic and tactical perspectives, we have defined the require- 
ments to pursue our march in view of realising the long-term 
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aspirations and objectives of our people and nation, so as to 
reinforce our national independence and render it capable of 
playing a vanguard role in the emancipation and independence 
of the Arab economy, as it represents a model as well as one 
of the pioneer experiences of the developing peoples and coun- 
tries, which present to the world a new evidence of the ability 
of the peoples of the Third World to build for themselves 
cultural and progressive foundations contributing to the en- 
richment of humanity through experience, lessons and exam- 


ples. 
Dear Friends, 


The nature of current international economic relations 
and of the crisis through which the international economic 
order is passing, is so grave and huge so as to make it 
imperative for the developing countries to close ranks in face 
of the imperialist countries and their machinations, as well as 
to derive lessons from their firm stand at the meetings of 
the Group of 77 at the Conference on Trade and Development, 
with which to confront all which impedes their march towards 
the realisation of their objectives and towards progress; this 
will enlarge the actual scene of confrontation with imperialism 
and its bases. This confrontation will increase in violence and 
ferocity as world imperialism feels that we are serious in our 
national unity and are seeking’ the development of our societies 
on scientific bases and according to national patterns. This 
requires increased faithfulness towards our principles in realis- 
ing our political and economic independence as well as increas- 
ed cooperation among us in various fields. 


I wish you every success with the works of your conference.

Mr. Representative of His Excellency the President of the 
Republic, 


Gentlemen, 
Dear Friends, 


I have the honour, on behalf of the National Peace and 
Solidarity Council in Iraq, on behalf of the masses of our Iraqi, 
people upholding the struggle of the peoples and aspiring to a 
firm peace based on freedom and justice, as well as in my own' 
name, to warmly extend to you our heart-felt greetings. 


Allow me, on behalf of you all, to express our profound sym- 
pathies to the Lebanese people in their intensely painful plight 
imposed by American imperialism, Zionism and their allies, in 
collaboration with Lebanese reaction. 


We appeal to Arab liberation forces to exert all possible 
active efforts to put an end to the fratricidal struggle and to 
stop all bloodshed, sabotage operations and foreign intervention, 
so as to maintain the unity of Lebanon and preserve its inde- 
pendence, as well as safeguard the interests of the Arab struggle. 


Friends, 


We meet here today on the fourth anniversary of the great 
nationalisation day; this same day, in 1972, His Excellency 
Ahmed Hassan Al Bakr, President of our Republic, announced 
the decision to nationalize the Iraq Petroleum Company. This 
was a grave act and one of the few examples of achievements, 
accomplished by a number of developing peoples, as well as an 
expression of the will of the Iraqi people and all their national 
forces, and a confirmation of the unity of these forces. 
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This act met as well with the firm support of the progressive 
forces the world over, particularly that of the Soviet Union 
and all members of the international socialist community. We 
can be cightfully proud that cur Ccuncil, in collaboration with 
the World Peace Council (WPC) and the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organization (AAPSO), shouldered the task of mo- 
bilizing world public opinion to support the nationalisation act. 
Hence, in August of the same year, we convened the “Inter- 
national Conference in support of the Iraqi People and Govern- 
ment for the nationalisation of oil”. This was followed by 
national meetings of support convened by Peace and Solidarity 
Committees in several countries. 


Earlier, at the beginning of the same year, we started 
preparatory work for the First International Seminar held in 
the Autumn of 1972 under the theme “Oil as a Weapon in the 
Struggle against Colonialism and Zionism...” 


The oil weapon was actually raised during the 1973 October 
War against Israeli aggression, and Iraq was most radical and 
firm. in utilising it by nationalizing American and Dutch shares 
as well as those of Gulbenkian, as its contribution towards the 
repression of the powers supporting that brutal aggression. This 
was followed by the convening of the Second Baghdad Inter- 
national Seminar in 19774. 


Finally, on December 8, 1975, our national government, led 
by the Arab Socialist Baathist Party, nationalised the remain- 
ing shares of the monopolistic companies in Al Basra Petroleum 
Company and, thus, ended imperialist oil interests in our 
country. The government then proceeded to develop the national 
oil industry and deepened and widened progressive economic 
and social transformations, building a public sector which would 
be the basis and the leader of the economic development process. 


Our country has already entered and phase of implement- 
ing the second five-year plan, 1976-1980, aiming at enlarging 
the productive capacity, increasing the national revenue, raising 
the standard of living of the people, and eliminating backward- 
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ness. These questions will be reviewed in detail in research 
papers submitted by other colleagues. 


During the same period, the movement of nationalisation of 
national wealth was in progress, and public awareness developed 
on the international scene in its support. This was reflected in 
the meetings of Non-Aligned countries and, eventually, at the 
United Nations, which confirmed the rights of peoples to the 
sovereign control of their wealth. 


“The United Nations held two special sessions, the Sixth in 
1974, and the Seventh in 1975, where resolutions were adopted 
concerning the peoples’ right to impose their sovereignty over 
their raw materials as well as to dispose of them freely and 
unconditionally. A programme of action was to be drawn up 
for this purpose. Another resolution was also issued concerning 
international co-operation for a new international economic 
order. We had the honour of participating in these two historic 
meetings on behalf of AAPSO, in its capacity as member of 
the Non-governmental Organisations Committee”. 


The struggle for economic emancipation reached a phase 
where the recognition of the right of nationalisation became 
indisputable. 


As the formulas of “participation” failed, the monopolistic 
companies began to recognize the official transference of owner- 
ship, even to countries with pro-imperialist governments (whilst 
taking the precaution of emptying it of the purport of true 
and ful] sovereignty of the people over their wealth). 


It would be wrong to consider the struggle waked in the 
developing countries, its successes or the difficulties it encount- 
ers, as an independent process of the general historical evolution, 
without, however, minimizing’ the importance of the balance of 
internal forces, the effects of the nature of the regime of each 
country on this balance and, hence, the manner in which it 
handles this or that problem. 
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We are witnessing a process of comprehensive world his- 
torical transformation, multi-formed and deep-rooted. The 
occasion does not allow us, however, to review the role of the 
cause and effect of each one of its elements. 


“The most important of these elements are: 


Growth of the socialist forces, notably, the international 
socialist community, as well as the growing national liberation 
movement and its sweeping’ victories in liquidating the colonial 
regimes; the collapse of the remnants of the fascist regimes in 
Europe and Africa and their imminent final elimination 
(through firm support of the socialist countries, notably, the 
Soviet Union); the increasing role of the developing countries 
in decisions concerning world affairs, including the role of the 
Non-alignment Movement; the development of international 
detente and the triumph of the principles of peaceful co-existence 
and cooperation between countries of different systems; the in- 
creasing role of the democratic movement in the establishment 
of peace and solidarity between peoples; the scientific and 
technological revolution; the shrinking distances in time and 
space; intensified contacts and interaction between peoples; 
increasing consciousness of the masses for a better life...... etc. 


In this historical process, economic emancipation, and 
socia] and economic development and transformations are be- 
coming the issue of the day. 


However, to reach this stage, despite its immense impor- 
tance, is only the first step in the process of economic emancipa- 
tion and independent development. 


“The nationalisation of oil resources and the imposition of 
national sovereignty over crude oil, are only the first ring in 
the chain of full control over this wealth. The subsequent rings 
are manufacturing oil, its transport and marketing, and eventual- 
ly, reinstating its revenues to be invested in development 
operations. It should be admitted that the imperialist monopolies, 
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though their control over the first ring was shaken, still domin- 
ate, in one way or another, the subsequent rings”. 


The peoples still have a long road ahead of struggle for 
full economic emancipation, independent development and the 
realisation of economic and social transformations. 


“The imperialist countries, led by the United States, still 
muster large possibilities allowing them to hamper the develop- 
ment process in the developing countries. 


Even the rise in prices of crude oil was met with redoubled 
prices of manufactured goods in the oil-importing capitalist 
countries, and the monetary funds, or the so-called petro-dollars, 
deposited in Western banks by the ruling cliques of most oil 
states (after extravagant spending) do not represent their true 
value because of monetary inflation. The are even subject to 
constant devaluation because of monetary disorders prevailing 
in the capitalist countries. 


Moreover, the main profits derived from the purchase, in 
those imperialist countries, of real estate and shares in mines 
and industrial institutions, only revert to the capitalist com- 
panies themselves. 


The multi-national monopolies play a major role in this 
respect, taking advantage of their control over the world 
capitalist market of which the developing countries are still 
dependent. They rely at the same time on the ruling reactionary 
elements or those infiltrating government machineries in these 
countries”. 


The imperialist countries also resort to neo-colonialist 
methods to delay the process of economic emancipation and 
independent development. They mainly depend on reactionary 
elements to disintegrate the national struggle front as well as 
to intensify contradictions and interfere, directly or indirectly. 
They even go as far as to instigate destructive civil wars. 
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“Imperialism depends, in our area in particular, on the 
Zionist movement and: its ‘base, Israel, and supplies it with 
various forms of aid to enable it to continue its policy of aggres- 
sion and expansion and to help its progress in this course’. 


It. also depends on the reactionary forces in one country 
or in the area to sow dissension even to the point of civil war, 
as is the case in the painful situation in Lebanon today, where 
the Lebanese is pressed to kill his Lebanese brother, and the 
Palestinian his Palestinian brother, whilst the heritage of this 
ccuntry’s civilisation is being: devastated. Imperialism also de- 
pends on ruling reactionary elements in a number of countries 
in the area, pushing them towards the arms race whilst forcing 
progressive countries to devote significant potentialities to 
means of national defence. 


The tragic events in Lebanon, the constant Israeli aggres- 
sion on the Arab countries and military intervention for the 
suppression of the Arab liberation movement in the Arab Gulf 
area, are not merely territorial aspirations to Arab lands, but 
also aims to blocking and bringing the Arab liberation move- 
ment for economic emancipation as well as economic and social 
development and transformation to its downfall. 


Thus, we find that financial capital still maintains its 
fundamental interests in most oil countries in our area and 
absorbs a large portion of oil revenues, quite significant at 
times. Oil monopolies in some of these countries are still in 
control of oil operations, the official ownership of which was 
transferred to the state. Meanwhile, western capitalist companies 
return to most of these countries to become active partners of 
individual capital in privately owned reconstruction operations, 
and as agents for the state in the public sector. We find 
financial capital flowing again to a number of these countries 
under the cover of free open-door economic policy, and reabsorb- 
ing once more the cream of the national economy, risking the 
dislocation of the public sector, if there is one. 


We even find that certain governments in this area restore 
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oil monopolies anew through new agreements for oil prospect- 
ing. 


Cooperation between the rich and poor developing countries on 
raw materials : 


The imperialists take advantage of the economic difficulties 
of the developing countries. 


They attempt to influence their internal and foreign policies 
as Well as to encourage the reactionary forces within the 
country, and impede economic and social transformations, using 
their dictating position due to these countries needs, particularly 
in energy, fertilizers and foodstuffs. They seek at the same 
time to break the unity of the developing countries on grounds 
that the oil-rich countries only get rich at the expense of the 
poor nations by raising oil prices, thus alledgedly influencing 
inflation in the capitalist boundaries and bringing about the rise 
in the prices of manufactured goods. The front of the imperial- 
ist countries has and is still trying to divide the developing 
countries front in the United Nations and within the non- 
alignment movement. 


Thence, the oil-exporting countries should not view co- 
operation with the oil-lacking developing countries as a gift, 
but as something essentially in their own interest. This co- 
operation, especially with the developing countries in Africa and 
in Central Asia (India, Bangladesh, Sri Lanka, ...... etc.) is a 
necessity dictated by the interests of the Arab struggle for 
solidarity and cooperation against the imperialist-Zionist front. 


Cooperation and equal exchange with capitalist countries : 


The U.S. imperialists assemble and rally industrial capital- 
ist oi] consuming countries against the exporting countries. They 
reject the principle of correlation between the prices of crude 
oil and the prices of processed materials needed by developing 
countries in the processes of development. Oil exporting coun- 


tries should pursue a policy of fruitful cooperation with these 
countries in order to foil such attempts. This is facilitated by : 


A) Cooperating with social institutions in every industrial 
capitalist country which represent the consumer public, such 
as establishing a joint oil refining industry and its preparation 
for consumption without the mediation of monopolies. 


B) Processing crude oil and turning to the exportation of 
oil derivatives at reasonable prices in return for the importation 
of manufactured materials on equal footing, which is much more 
advantageous than the exportation of crude oil, however high 
its prices might be. 


Economic technological cooperation with advanced countries : 


Countries that aspire to continuous stable development and 
to move from the ages of backwardness, and from the degrad- 
ing conditions of the masses, should above all think of the 
following matters : 

— Ensure financial accumulation and, above all, to put an 
end to the plundering undertaken by capitalist companies, 
thence liberating themselves from these companies’ hegemony 
on prcduction, industrialization, exportation and commercial 
operations. Consequently, to reinvest revenues in the interest 
of countries producers of raw materials; this requires, at the 
same time, a long-term liberation struggle from the present 
subordination to the international capitalist market. 


— Qualify a sufficient number of cadres, quantitatively 
and qualitatively, to assume forthcoming production operations. 
The experience of peoples of developing countries has proved, 
without exception, that imperialist capitalist circles hamper the 
transfer and assimilation of their country’s technology to the 
afore-mentioned countries. Moreover, they encourage the drain- 
ing of competent cadres from developing ccuntries. 


— Finally, stifle the power of the private sector and reduce 
its influence on the development process; this is an essential 
condition to put an end to the return of foreign financial capital 
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and prevent it from corrupting the bodies of the public sector. 


The first task to be assumed by the development policy is 
the liquidation of multinational monopolies’ posts, and their 
total ousting from all phases of production, processing, com- 
mercialisation, etc. Just as the U.S. military, industrial and 
imperialist complex is the arch-enemy of all peoples, the im- 
perialist monopolies and their main centre, the U.S., are also 
their arch-enemy in their own sphere, as they represent an or- 
ganic element of this imperialist complex and the firming up 
of their interests is one of their major objectives. 


One of the outstanding achievements of a great world pro- 
ject such as the High Dam was the training of thousands of 
technical cadres. There is also the Helwan complex, the steel 
complex in Behely, India, and the Al-Tharthar project in Iraq, 
Which are all brilliant examples of fruitful cooperation between 
socialist and developing countries, for the sake of development 
and continuous progress. 


International cooperation to confront world problems : 


Upon dealing with development problems, reference is 
usually made to development in developing and backward coun- 
tries. This is basically true. 'The present stage, however, reach- 
ed by international development including overwhelming progress 
achieved in the fields of science and technology, the shrinking 
distances and barriers between covntries and continents, the 
growing’ threat of pollution within the limits of a country or 
a region, the growing gap between population growth, the rates 
of increase in the production of foodstuffs and other necessary 
materials, the difficulty of producing’ substitutes for the 
available sources of energy, particularly energy available from 
limited oil resources, render the question of overcoming the 
existing’ obstacles a world problem confronting human civili- 
zation. True cooperative efforts throughout the world are ne- 
cessary in order to surmount these problems. 


The main obstacles proventing this cooperation are the 


stable imperialist interests, particularly their concentration in 
big multinational monopolistic corporations which exert every 
possible effort to sabotage international cooperation relations. 


In the light of these problems, halting the arms race and 
consequently, realising disarmament are inevitable issues, which 
must be dealt with so that the enormous potentials absorbed by 
the arms race may be liberated and imperialist forces stripped 
of their power to cause tension and instigate wars, and finally 
in order to channel the energy saved as a result of disarmament 
to purposes of international development and cooperation. 


Dear friends, 


Our Seminar devotes special attention to the study of these 
problems and seeks to reach sound scientific results and set up 
practical tasks to contribute to the struggle of peoples through- 
out the world for the realisation of their aspirations to total 
economic freedom and development and in order to establish a 
new and equitable international economic order. 


I am fully confident that with our constructive cooperation, 
our discussions and our exchange of views in a free, democratic 
and responsible manner, we will be able to successfully achieve 
this objective.

Dear friends, 


It is due to the prominent role played by economic and 
social issues in the struggle of peoples for full freedom and 
independence, at the present stage, that we attach great im- 
portance to this international economic seminar which we 
organise jointly with the National Council of Peace and 
Solidarity in the Republic of Iraq and the World Peace Council. 


The 12th AAPSO Council held in Moscow in September 
1975, rightly recorded, in its economic resolutions, that the 
issues of economic and social development are of vital im- 
portance to the success of the liberation struggle waged by 
the recently independent countries in Asia and Africa. 


The AAPSO Presidium meeting in Aden last January also 
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stressed that the main task of the Afro-Asian solidarity move- 
ment at present is realizing economic independence, effecting 
radical progressive socio-economic changes and raising’ the. 
standard of living of the masses. However, all this requires 
radical changes in international economic relations. 


No doubt this seminar is held under favourable internation- 
al conditions conducive to the constructive discussion of 
pressing issues of economic development. We note that in- 
ternational detente has created favourable conditions for the. 
liberation struggle, the reconstruction of national economy, the 
pooling of efforts to counter the conspiracies of imperialist 
monopolies and the shift from confrontation to world-wide 
extensive reciprocal cooperation. 


Experience has proved that anti-imperialist liberation 
revolutions do not stop at the elimination of colonialism and 
the achievement of political independence, as the national 
entity is but the starting point from which peoples proceed 
in their struggle for economic independence and for the est- 
ablishment of equitable international economic relations. 


We may say that we are passing through an important 
stage in the history of the Afro-Asian peoples. Now, imperial- 
ism is losing its monopolistic prerogatives in exploiting the 
natural resources and controlling the sources of raw materials. 
This stage is characterized by the struggle of former colonies 
for recovering and controlling their resources and effecting 
radical changes in their home and foreign policies. Changes 
of historical importance have taken place during’ this stage, 
such as the consolidation of the public sector in the national 
economy, development of national industries — including 
heavy industry —, abolishment of the feudal property of land, 
nationalization of foreign concerns, realization of effective 
sovereignty over natural resources and formation of national 
cadres. 


Actually, no one has the least doubt today that the in- 
dustrially advanced capitalist countries are tangibly in need of 


the sources of the primary materials and energy of Thirld 
World Countries; that they cannot do without importing them. 


Naturally enough, the western capitalist countries do not 
consent to the consolidation of the economic independence of 
the Afro-Asian countries. Consequently, they try to raise the 
threat of armed intervention, in a bid to force them to 
decrease oil prices and to obstruct the charting and application 
of a unified policy of pricing other primary materials. This 
in manifest in the imperialist subversive tactics at the Paris 
talks known as the “North-South Dialogue’. Western states 
tried to disrupt the ranks of developing countries by turning 
to the discussion of the prices of some materials, particularly 
oil, instead of the discussion on restructuring the world economic 
relationships. 


Underdevelopment is one of the phenomena of exploitation 
and of the international division of labour imposed by the 
World capitalist system. 


Hence, the eradication of underdevelopment, whether we 
want it or not, must face up to the liquidation of other inequit- 
able phenomena, foremost among which are current internation- 
al economic relations. 


The developing countries, in their efforts for ensuring 
successful development, are keen on redistributing the profits 
of international trade, and dismantling unequal trade exchange. 
They insistently demand the establishment of just and pro- 
portionate relations between the prices of the industrial com- 
modities they import from capitalist countries and the prices 
of raw materials exported to the West. They are determined to 
put a limit on the designs of the multinational corporations 
which still embezzle the natural resources of developing coun- 
tries. 


International studies have proved that a developing country 
producing a primary material usually does. not obtain more 
than 20% of the price at which the material is sold to the 
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consumer in capitalist countries. Accordingly, AAPSO points 
to the growing danger posed by the activities of the mono- 
polistic multinational corporations. Actually, they are but a 
tool for imperialist intervention in the economic, political and: 
social affairs of the countries proceeding along the path of de- 
velopment. MNCs consolidate and support colonialism, racism. 
and racial] discrimination. They pose a menace to world 
security and endanger the national sovereignty and the economic: 
and political independence of developing countries. 


No doubt the real guarantee for the success of the struggle 
against the dangerous practices of the MNCs is the consolida- 
tion of the anti-imperialist struggle and the implementation of 
progressive social, economic and political changes in the de- 
veloping countries themselves. 


We have noted recently that the capitalist countries try 
to weaken the vigilance of the peoples and governments of 
developing countries by making meagre concessions and pro- 
mises to extend! financial and economic aid. It is no secret that 
these attempts are aimed at concealing the reality of the 
inequitable economic relations between the advanced capitalist, 
states and the developing countries. However, such manoeuvres 
deceive no one. Undoubtedly, neo-colonialism endeavours to 
link the developing countries to the international capitalist 
system through the mechanisms of indirect exploitation which 
depends on new methods for expansion under the guise of so- 
called aid, prices and exchange. The experience of the present: 
international capitalist crisis has proved the danger of attach- 
ment to the international capitalist system. The crisis led to 
deeper involvement in the policies of a tighter linking of the 
economies of developing’ countries to the mechanisms of the in- 
ternational capitalist market. The exportation of inflation to 
developing countries still threatens to undermine all efforts 
aiming at development and at benefiting from the value of 
exporting raw materials. ‘The monopolies also seek to drain 
the resources of oil-producing countries through the tremend- 
ous quantities of arms’ shipments which are in excess of their’ 
real defence needs. This is particularly the case of the 
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reactionary regimes linked to imperialism and serving its 
désigns, specially in the Arab Gulf region. 


Among the recent signs of the continued imperialist policy 
of the U.S. and the other capitalist countries were the group 
of concepts presented by the representatives of these states to 
the UNCTAD meeting in Nairobi. These concepts were outlined 
by Kissinger when, in his address, he warned the represent- 
atives of the developing countries at the UNCTAD meeting, 
against the nationalization of foreign companies and the 
establishment of alliances to defend their economic interests. 
In fact, these warnings aim at the protection of the multi- 
national corporations and at putting up safeguards against 
nationalization campaigns. 


The developing countries which endeavour to utilize their 
own primary resources in the interests of their own peoples, 
stand in confrontation against the capitalist states and try 
to change the inequitable traditional role they played and still 
play in the international capitalist economy. 


In the vanguard of the anti-imperialist countries are the 
States of socialist orientation, foremost among‘ which is the 
Iraqi Republic. 


We record that this group of countries has started to de- 
velop and to gain strength. They take decisive measures aiming 
at the liquidation of the imperialist monopoly centres and at 
the nationalization of their properties. In this respect they are 
encouraged, supported and fully assisted by the socialist 
community, foremost among which is the Soviet Union. That 
is Why the developing countries are aware of the importance 
of consolidating their economic relations with the socialist 
countries. 


In this light, our organization hopes that this seminar will 
help, in a practical and concrete way, the peoples in their 
struggle for consolidating their sovereignty over their primary 
materials. 
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In addition to the themes to be discussed at this seminar, 
our Organization wishes to draw attention to the historic 
experience acquired by the peoples of the socialist countries in 
the radical reconstruction of their economy. This experience is 
worthy of our outmost attention due to the importance of 
lessons to be drawn from it by the developing countries. We 
specially refer to the practices of the socialist countries which 
were colonies or semi-colonies in the past, and, thanks to the 
socialist revolution, rose to the standard of agriculturally and 
industrially developed and flourishing’ modern societies, trans- 
cending the distressing stage of capitalism. 


Dear friends, 


The successful reconstruction of international economic 
relations will help in realizing the main! goal of the progressive 
forces the world-over, namely, safeguarding durable peace and 
security on earth. We are confident that at present the 
liberated countries can counter imperialist domination and 
establish just and equitable economic relations so as to protect 
their young economy from the contingencies of the capitalist 
market. 


Hence, one of the major tasks of this seminar should be 
the study of the possibility of contributing to the reconstructing 
of international relations on an equiable basis and concretizing 
international detente in tangible forms of mutually advantage- 
ous cooperation between countries. If it is true that world pro- 
duction has increased, it is no less true that the distribution, on 
the international scale, has grown worse.

We wish our seminar to be one of the important world 
activities in preparation for the Fifth Non-Aligned Conference 
to be held in Colombo, Sir Lanka, next August.

Dear Iraqi Friends, 

Dear Friends, 


tI is my pleasure to present on behalf of the Secretariat 
of the World Peace Council, my respectful and fraternal greet- 
ings to the government of the Republic of Iraq, the Iraqi peo- 
ple, to the Iraqi Council of Peace and Solidarity, to the AAPSO, 
to you all, friends who have taken the initiative of participat- 
ing in this Third Baghdad Seminar. 


Allow me to express to the government, the Council for 
Peace and Solidarity, and to the Iraqi people at large, our sup- 
port for the struggle you are waging, I should say with success, 
to realise the harmanious development of your country in favour 
of social progress, of national independence and sovereignty, 
and for social justice and peace. 


In fact, coming to Baghdad to speak about the problems 
of development and the struggle for a new international econo- 
mic order, is to bring oneself to the heart of the problem, it is 
to be with a people and its leaders who pledged to make endeav- 
ours so that the new international economic order would not be 
just words of a resounding nature though void of any content, 
but would, on the contrary, indicate a concrete, vivid and rich 
reality. 


You know that the WPC staged a large-scale international

For, though these things are simple, or could seem simple to 
the specialists, to the economists, to the politicians whose daily 
task is to deal with these questions, I think I could say that 
these problems are largely complex and appear as such in the 
eyes of all strata of the population, surely in the countries of 
the Third World, and in a much more acute way in the develop- 
ed countries. 


Hence, we should explain without delay, we should vul- 
garize (The word “vulgarize”’ is used here in the noble sense 
of the term), these problems so as to make them accessible to 
the largest strata of the population, and particularly contribute 
in this way in creating a mass movement which, literally, 
carries these ideas and contribute as well in introducing them 
into the concrete reality of international life. 


It is, among’ other things, one of the objectives to be adopt- 
ed by the World Conference on Development, organized by the 
WPC and the Hungarian Peace Council and which is to be held 
in Budapest on October 8-11, 1976. 


This conference, which will comprise 600 participants, is 
due to discuss in its four commissions, the following topics : 


1. Relation between peace and development in these new 
international circumstances; 

2. The developing countries and various forms of colonial- 
ism; 

3. The struggle for a new system of international economic 
relations; 


4. Forms and means of development. 


We sincerely hope that you could actively participate in

this conference which, we have no doubt, will have considerable 
international repercussions. 


Dear Friends, 


I said, a few moments ago, that speaking in Baghdad of 
questions of development and the new international economic 
order, is to put oneself, actually, in the heart of the problem. 


In fact, today, June 1st, 1976, marks the fourth anniversary 
of the nationalization of the Iraq Petroleum Company by the 
Iraqi government. 


This act would appear, a few years ago, as a challenge 
to imperialism as well as a defiance to those multi-national 
monsters which are the giants of the oil cartel. 


However, this initiative, because fundamentally justified, 
because it accorded with the fundamental interests of the Iraqi 
people which proved, on this occasion, to be firmly determined, 
was crowned with success. 


Actually, the nationalization of the IPC took its place 
Within the framework of the actual preoccupations of develop- 
ing’ countries. 


It is a question, in the first place, of reinforcing political 
independence, often realised after a hard and courageous strug- 
gle, by economic independence and national sovereignty over 
the resources of the country, over the whole national soil and 
sub-soil. 


For, how can a country be politically independent, when it 
is economically dependent? This is a contradiction which the 
Third World countries came to realise and which they are 
endeavouring to liquidate. 


Along this course, it clashes with imperialism which, by 
means of neo-colonialism, in particular, try to perpetuate its 
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domination with the aim of plundering the natural resources 
of the developing countries for the largest benefit of the multi- 
national companies, principal arms of this colonialism. 


In this struggle, the outcome of which would shape the 
harmonious future of humanity at large, the Third World coun- 
tries, if they have to depend above all, on their struggle, their 
determination and their unity, will not be alone. 


Their natural ally comprises the socialist countries which, 
by their very nature, by the democratic structure of their 
societies, by the fundamental popular interests they represent, 
are naturally apt to cooperate on reciprocally advantageous 
bases with the developing countries and in the mutual interest 
of equal partners. 


In the second place, I believe it is useful to recall that no 
contradiction exists between the fundamental interests of the 
pecples of the developed capitalist countries and the interests of 
the peoples of the Third World. Quite the contrary, all peoples, 
through their struggle, may take different forms, pursue a com- 
mon objective : Democracy, justice and social progress, and the 
establishment of a world of peace. 


It is the inter-connection of these different factors, the 
mutual interests of these essential components of the modern 
world, that we should analyse, with which we should be permeat- 
ed so as to understand the evolution of the relationships of the 
forces in the world, as well as to participate in orienting the 
struggle of the peoples along the course which would contribute 
to defeating’ imperialism. 


The victories of the peoples of Vietnam, Laos and Cam- 
bodia, in the past period, and, more recently, the victory of the 
Angolan people, the struggles currently waged by peoples to 
definitively get rid of colonialism, to eliminate the traces of 
neo-colonialism; struggle against racism, against apartheid, 
against fascism, against the multiple forms of imperialist 
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aggression; all these forms of struggle, all these victories, or 
occasionally, those provisional reversals, are the obvious signs 
that the ideas for which we are struggling are increasingly be- 
coming a material force relentlessly forcing their way. 


I would like, however, to point out that if these struggles 
are objectively gaining in scope and successfully progressing, 
there remains a preoccupying problem. 


It is the questicn of the arms race. 


The nonsense accumulation of arms on our planet, while 
dangerous for the peoples because it actually constitutes ma- 
terial preparation for war, is financially supported by the peo- 
ples. 


The enormous funds invested in the arms race are made 
at the expense of the economic, social and cultural development 
of the peoples, all peoples. 


Some figures would demonstrate it: 


In 1974, the world spent on armament alone 210 billion 
dollars. This represents approximately the aggregate revenues of 
the poorer half of humanity. If we know that for the same year, 
the total “aid” extended to the Third World countries was about 
10 to 12 billion dollars, we note that the world spends 20 times 
as much on armament as on aid to the developing countries. 


Another image is also very explicit. Every year, the ex- 
penses on military research are four-fold those on medical 
research. 


Thus, the proposal submitted to the United Nations by the 
Soviet Union for reducing by 10 per cent the military budgets 
of the permanent members of the Security Council and devoting 
part of these funds to aid developing countries, gains its full 
significance, 
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This measure, were it Seriously discussed and adopted by 
the United Nations, would help in finding a solution for the 
problems currently facing the world. It would also help in 
stopping the infernal arms race and create a better climate so 


as to allow the convocation by the U.N. of a World Conference 
on Disarmament. 


The struggle against the arms race, for disarmament, 
should be undertaken by the peoples of all countries, whatever 
their problems, because their interests are closely connected. 


Certainly, we should not succomb to demagogy which tends 
to induce into believing that all problems could be settled over- 
night. But, stopping the arms race, and disarmament, weuld 
liberate immense economic and human potentials which could 
be used for social progress, economic and cultural development 
and the enrichment of humanity at large, of the peoples of the 
developed countries as well as those of the developing countries. 


It is in this spirit that WPC launched “the New Stock- 
holm Appeal” for halting the arms race and for the immediate 


convocation by the U.N. of a World Conference on Disarma- 
ment, 


We call upon you, dear friends, to support this Appeal 
which has already been ratified by several millions the world 
over, 


The purpose of this speech, was to tackle, lightly, the two 
problems which, in the opinion of the WPC, shape today the 
future of humanity as well as help assure the harmonious de- 
velopment of the Third World countries, the struggle for the 
establishment of a new international economic order, and ensure 
the national independence of peoples. 


Struggle, as well, so that detente becomes irreversible, 
reinforce political detente by military detente, stop the arms 
race and proceed towards disarmament. 
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These are two faces of the same coin, these are inseparable 
struggles which complement and enrich one another. 


Dear Friends, 


We are living an exalting epoch, the offensive belongs to 
the forces of progress and forces of peace, to the democratic 
forces, it is imperialism which is waging a fight in retreat, 
such is the general tendency at the present moment. Certainly, 
it should not be imagined that the road is straight which leads 
to success, many problems will still exist, many failures will 
have to be undergone, many snares will have to be overcome, 
for imperialism remains powerful.

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Reports of the Commissions 


REPORT ON THE DISCUSSIONS ON THE PROBLEMS 
AND CHALLENGES WHICH CONFRONT THE STRUGGLE 
OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES FOR ECONOMIC 
LIBERATION, INDEPENDENT DEVELOPMENT 
AND SOCIO-ECONOMIC TRANSFORMATIONS 


Rapporteur: Egon Kemenes 


On its first working day, the Seminar analyzed the prob- 
lems and challenges facing developing countries in the develop- 
ment process and enhancing political independence. 


The discussion was focused on : 


—- the use of oil export earnings; 


— the interpretation of the notions of growth and 
development; 


— some specific problems in industry and agriculture. 


1) During the discussion, different aspects of the correct 
and efficient use of oil export earnings in the progressive de- 
veloping countries were appraised. The performance of Iraq 
was in this respect particularly appreciated. At the same time, 
attention was drawn to the fact that in some oil-producing 
countries (even after formal nationalization) oil earnings are 
used for financial speculations, for luxury expenditures of the 
privileged strata and for excessive armament not motivated by 
justified defence needs. 


It was also stated that despite temporarily favourable oil 
earnings the oil producing developing countries are, in different 
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measures, even now dependent on capitalist mechanism of 
world economy (including transnational companies) ‘which 
endangers further their political independence and economic 
self-determination. Inflation and crisis in the capitalist world 
economy eroded the export earnings of the developing countries 
and narrowed their export markets. A restructuration of their 
production and export, transformation of the exported raw 
materials (including crude oil), a diversification of their ex- 
ternal economic relations (including expansion of their 
relations With the socialist countries) would lead to political 
and economic independence as well as to a stable and dynamic 
development. 


2) As against growth measured exclusively in quantitat- 
ive terms, the importance of a political, social and economic 
development was raised in the discussion. This implies a demo- 
cratic participation of the masses in the process of planning and 
implementation, a radical transformation of the socio-economic 
structure and an income distribution which transfers the results 
of economic growth to the largest strata of the population. 


When choosing the way of development, the developing 
countries don’t find any ready-made model. Initiative of the 
progressive forces, supported by the masses and based on 
scientific studies, can find the best way for each developing 
country. However, the results and experiences of the socialist 
countries offer a valuable help when formulating the develop- 
ment goals and methods. 


3) Special problems arise in the different branches of 
economic activity. Building up an efficient stafe sector in in- 
dustry can be a tremendous force in promoting industrial de- 
velopment. This is one of the main elements of the non-capitalist 
way of development. As the example of Iraq shows, oil-industry 
can be a large base for industrialization and technical develop- 
ment. Integration of the oil sector with other industrial activities 
can induce a general industrial development creating also the 
pre-conditions for increasing agricultural production. 
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In order to make the developing countries independent from 
food imports coming from capitalist countries, the development 
of agriculture and food production is highly important. Arable 
Jand can be extended by land reclamation and irrigation, by 
better use of water resources. Pre-conditions for rural develop- 
ment and increasing food production are the abolition of the 
feudal system and a reorganization of agriculture. Beside state 
farms and rural co-operatives (making possible large-scale food 
production and processing), small individual farms can a!so be 
linked with the national plans through a system of purchase- 
sale contracting (used also in the socialist countries). 


The papers presented, as well as the (often confronting) 
views expressed during’ the discussions, represented different 
approaches, — but were converging in seeking the ways and 
means of an independent and progressive socio-economic de- 
velopment policy. They demonstrated the achievements of prog- 
ressive governments and movements, — but defined also the 
existing dangers inherent in the capitalist system of internation- 
al economic relations and in the activity of the internal reaction- 
ary forces in the developing countries. Thus, the papers and 
interventions helped to formulate a clearer vision of the pre- 
sent tasks of the progressive forces in their struggle for de- 
velopment and for a new world economic order.

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REPORT ON THE DISCUSSIONS CONCERNING 
THE ROLE PLAYED BY MULTI-NATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS IN IMPEDING DEVELOPMENT AND 
OBSTRUCTING EQUITABLE INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC RELATIONS 


Rapporteur : Dr. Ibrahim Saad Eddine 


While a wide number of topics was covered through the 
discussions, focus was made on the following : 


— The definition and characteristics of the MNC’s. 

— Means of Exploitation of Developing Countries by 
MNC’s. 

— Danger of MNC’s on Economic Independence of Devel- 
oping Countries 

— The myths that are being spread about the beneficial 
role of the MNC’s and the truth about them. 

— Conflict between the MNC’s and how to benefit from 
it. 

— The special role of the West German Imperialism. 


1) During the discussion the use of the term “ multinational 
corporations” was criticized as it gives the notion of companies 
owned by more than one country, while the real essence of these 
conporations is that their activities cover more than one country 
and hence the term “transnational corporations” was suggest- 
ed as an alternative. 


It was also emphasized that ownership or majority owner- 
ship in the host countries should not be used as the sole criterion 
of the existence of the multinationals in some countries. Control 
by the multinationals over economic activities is certain de- 
veloping countries may take place through different legal forms 
and/or contacts. 


One of the most important characteristics of these corpora- 
tions is that they have strong contacts with financial capital. 
They are in control of large reserves of strategic raw materials. 
Their activities are usually vertically as well as horizontally in- 
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tegrated. In their activities in the developing countries they 
usually get strong support from their states. 


2) Even though some success has been achieved in the 
struggle against the multinationals, these corporations are still 
in control of most of the raw material marketed by the de- 
veloping countries. Even in cases where nationalization took 
place and where production is now taking place by national 
companies or states, MNC’s are still in control of many steps 
in the production and distribution chain, especially transporta- 
tion, processing and marketing of products. They do also control 
the selling of equipments and plants needed by the developing 
countries to build their independent industries. 


Through such controls the multinationals are still able to 
depress the prices of raw materials or to try to depress them. 
They are also able to expropriate a large portion of the surplus 
raised. They also raise the prices of equipments, machines and 
plants to such an extent that makes national activities seem 
not profitable. 


Numerous cases were cited where formal nationalization 
only led to higher profits for the multinationals via manage- 
ment agreements, selling of know-how, working as contractors 
or controlling marketing of products. To be able to rid them- 
selves from such exploitation the developing countries will have 
to increase cooperation between themselves and with socialist 
countries. They will have to give more support to their national 
companies facing the multinationals. 


They need to work systematically, in cooperaticn with the 
socialist countries, to develop their personnel technical and 
managerial abilities and to develop their own technology wher- 
ever possible. 


Struggle should be also continued to achieve more equitable 
economic international relations and the establishment of a new 
econcemic order. 
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3) Besides aiming at maximum profits, the main objective 
of the multinationals, they also press for integration of the de- 
veloping countries in the international capitalist system. They 
stand strongly against independent economic development. 


Being compelled by the common struggle of national 
liberation movement, the socialist countries and the working 
class and progressive forces of their own nations, to retreat 
here or there and to allow for some new division of labour, the 
multinationals try their best to establish what may be a worst 
division of labour, one that is based on technological dependence. 


As the developing countries struggle to achieve industrial- 
ization, the multinationals may find themselves compelled to 
accept the establishment of processing industries in the devel- 
oping countries. Whenever they undertake such activities, the 
plants established by them are integrated with the mother 
company or some of its branches. They depend on them for 
parts, raw materials, patterns etc... or for marketing of their 
products. Research and development activities are always con- 
centrated in the highly developed capitalist countries. Such 
relation may be harder to destroy in the future. It will keep 
the dependency of the developing countries on the advanced 
capitalist nations. 


Wherever progressive national systems try to change this 
situation and build their own independent, internally integrat- 
ed and balanced economy, the multinationals take an aggressive 
role that can reach actual attempts to destroy the national sys- 
tem as in the case of Chile. 


4) Tobe able to penetrate and to strengthen their position. 
in the developing countries, multinationals spread a number of 
myths about the advantages of cooperation with the multina- 
tionals. 


Experiences of the developing countries belie such allega- 
tions. 
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Instead of being means of transfer of financial resources 
to the developing countries, they expropriate such huge profits 
that are many times more than what they invest.... 


Even though multinationals are in command of the highest 
technology, experience shows that they do not transfer to the 
developing countries but those technologies that are becoming 
obsolete. 


Training of nationals is kept to the minimum with the 
more strategic management and technical jobs always under 
control of the multinationals themselves. 


Socialist countries can be an important source for the 
highest technology available and needed. Corporation in train- 
ing of personnel can and is taking place with the socialist coun- 
tries. sani <basuws 

5) The success of the OPEC countries to increase the 
prices of oil has created a new situation that pushed to the 
forefront a contradiction between two groups of monopolies; 
petro- and chemical monopolies. 


To solve their own problem of securing inexpensive raw: 
materials, the chemical monopolies are trying, among’ other 
things, to acquire cheap gas from the oil producing countries 
to produce poly-ethylene and other products. 


Such attempts may be against the interest of oil producing 
countries themselves, especially those who are developing’ their 
own refining industry and who want to push forward with the 
development of their own petro-chemical industry. 

Another danger is that the large use of accompanying gas 
may hinder the oil producing countries from limiting their pro- 
duction of oil when the need to arises, 


6) The special role of the West German monopolies which 
are acting hand in hand with the American monopolies has 
been exposed. The stand against the developing nations in co- 
ordination with the USA in Nairobi was noted.

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REPORT ON THE DISCUSSION ON THE SUBJECT 
OF ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW WORLD ECONOMIC 
ORDER, THE MAJOR REQUISITE OF WHICH IS 
THE FOUNDING OF EQUITABLE ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS AMONG ALL COUNTRIES 


Rapporteur : Dr. Rao 


Several eminent scholars read papers and the summary is 
as follows : 


The developing countries have at last won their political 
independence from the clutches of the imperialists. But to 
achieve economic independence and self-reliance, these develop- 
ing nations must have to struggle unitedly. Fortunately, the de- 
veloping countries have realised that only by cooperation and 
taking a united stand could they be able to face the formidable 
imperialist capitalist developed countries. This unity is reflect- 
ed in the adoption by the United Nations itself, in the face 
of stiff cpposition from the developed countries, of the document 
on New International Economic Order in May 1974. 


The basic aim behind the ideas and programmes for the 
establishment of a “New World Economic Order” is to change 
the traditional and neo-colonialist system, and to put interna- 
tional economic relations on equal terms, so that they should 
not hinder but promote economic development, for all the 
countries in our world, but not serve only a few countries. It 
also stands for peaceful coexistence of states, for the national 
liberation movement and for the elimination of apartheid and 
racialism. 


The developing countries have different forms of govern- 
mental and socio-economic systems and follow different paths 
of development but all these non-aligned countries have one 
thing in common — they are struggling to build a self-reliant 
economy and to advance their economic independence. 
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The Manila Conference of the “group of 77” is remarkable 
for its intense search for ways and means of greater economic 
and technological cooperation among the developing countries. 


The developing and the socialist countries have similar in- 
terests in restructuring the system of international economic 
relations, in the elimination of all forms of imperialism, colonial- 
ism, neo-colonialism and discrimination. The socialist countries 
are also natural allies of the developing countries in the strug- 
gle for the new international economic order. 


At present, the nations of the world are spending 300 bil- 
licn dollars annually on the armed forces and armaments. A halt 
to the arms race would strengthen international cooperation. 
For example, should the five permanent member states of the 
Security Council reduce their military budget by just 10%. then 
they will be able to raise the aid they extend to the developing 
countries by 20%, at least. 


The total transfer of income from the developing countries 
to the capitalist countries on account of unequal terms of trade 
during 10 years (1964-73) is put at 19,435 million dollars. So 
actually the “aid” coming from the capitalist countries is no- 
thing but a part of the profit earned at the expense of devel- 
oping’ countries in trade and now lent to them at interest. Fur- 
ther, their “aid” is always a tool to dictate policies to the 
recipient countries. 


At last, oil producing countries broke their monopoly by 
their solidarity and cohesion to change the price relationship 
in the oil market, to establish a new international economic 
order for the first time, to the delight of the developing coun- 
tries, 


The monetary system of international capitalism has been 
crisis-ridden since the end of sixties. The raging inflation of’ 
the capitalist countries resulted in a similar inflation —- import- 
ed inflation — in the developing countries and their money 
lost its value. 
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At this point, the developing countries, for the first time 
in history, exercise a direct influence on the international capital- 
ist economy through their success in the battle of rectifying 
oil export prices. 


To achieve a New International Economic Order the de- 
veloping countries must have their solidarity and cohesion, to 
have control, in their turn, over a large part of financial 
resources, availing them with a rare opportunity to develop 
the strategy of economic development, not only locally but on 
the basis of regional and collective cooperation as well. 


The movement of the developing countries to achieve the 
New International Economic Order is a world historic force 
which cannot be threatened into extinction. The co-operation 
and co-ordination among the developing countries, on one 
hand, and between those countries and the socialist countries 
on the other, as a prerequisite for a successful economic de- 
velopment in the developing countries can solve the problems 
of their economic self-reliance and social dvelopment with ever- 
growing maturity. Days are not far off when the world with 
peace, solidarity and equality will be established.

DECLARATION OF THE BAGHDAD 


THIRD INTERNATIONAL SEMINAR 


An international economic Seminar entitled “The Problems 
of Development and the Struggle for a New International 
Economic Order” convened in Baghdad on the first of June, 
which coincided with the fourth anniversary of the nationaliza- 
tion of Iraq Petroleum Company. The Seminar was held at the 
invitation of the National Council for Peace and Solidarity in 
the Republic of Iraq, in collaboration with the Afro-Asian Peo- 
ples’ Solidarity Organisation and the World Peace Council. 


Prominent economic personalities from different parts of 
the world participated in the Seminar, which lasted until June 
4, 


Thirty research papers were submitted and extensively dis- 
cussed in the effort to analyse and identify current problems 
facing the peoples aspirations and struggle to achieve economic 
liberation, proceed on the road of development, progress, econ- 
omic and social transformations, set up equitable international 
economic relations and deal with the different challenges that 
face development and the struggle for a new world economic 
order. 


The research papers were classified, according’ to the main 
topics tackled by each, into three groups dealing with : 


A) The problems and challenges which confront struggle 
of developing countries for economic liberation, independent de- 
velopment, and economic and social transformations. 


B) The role played by multi-national corporations in im- 
peding development and obstructing equitable international 
economic relations. 


C) Toward the establishment of a new world economic 
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order, the major requisite of which is the founding of equitable 
economic relations among all countries. 


At the conclusion of the Seminar, the participants issued 
the following Declaration : 


Declaration of the Baghdad Seminar 


The struggle of the peoples, particularly during the past 
decade, realised great victories in dismantling the colonial sys- 
tem of imperialism and foiling’ the cold-war policy, aiming at 
creating aggressive military blocs and interfering in the affairs 
of the peoples. The equilibrium in the balance of world forces 
heavily tipped in favour of the cause of national liberation, the 
easing of international tension, peaceful co-existence, as well 
as in interest of international cooperation and detente, and the 
establishment of peace based on freedom and justice. Moreover, 
the developing countries’ participation in determining world 
affairs grew in proportion with their unity and co-operation 
With the world socialist community. This was under-scored by 
the development of the non-alignment movement along the anti- 
imperialist liberation road, as well as by the enhanced role of 
the representatives of the developing countries in the United 
Nations. 


Thus, horizons were increasingly widened before the victory 
of the struggle of peoples for economic emancipation, as well 
as for saving hundreds of millions in the developing countries 
from the consequences of poverty, backwardness, diseases and 
famines left over by centuries of imperialist foreign domination 
and exploitation. The way was also open for the emergence of 
more favourable circumstances for development, and economic 
and social transformations. The right of peoples to liberate 
their natural resources and to impose their national sovereignty 
over these resources, is now inalienable. This was also underlin- 
ed in the various resolutions of the Non-alignment movement, 
as well as in the United Nations resolutions adopted at the 
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General Assembly’s sixth and seventh special sessions in 1974 
and 1975, respectively. 


Peoples achieved relative progress towards the liberation 
of their natural resources, particularly evident in the liberation 
of the oi] Wealth. 


Nevertheless, the peoples’ struggle towards this end faces 
resistance on the part of the imperialist countries which resort 
to two types of challenges : 


First : Traditional methods of colonialism, including’ armed 
intervention, threats of war, planning reactionary coup d'état 
and conspiracies. This was confirmed by bitter experiences, the 
most prominent examples of which: are the overwhelming 
devastation left by the American aggressive war in Vietnam; 
encouragement of Zionist aspirations and Israel’s expansionist 
ageressive policy against the Arab people in Palestine, as well 
as against the neighbouring Arab countries, and instigation of 
the destructive civil war in Lebanon; the threats directed by 
the leaders of the United States to the oil-exporting Arab 
countries to occupy their sources of oil; their escalation of the 
imperialist reactionary armament policy in the Arab Gulf area, 
with what this implies of bleeding in the resources of these 
countries, squandering’ them or placing them at the service of 
the imperialist scheme rather than directing them to develop- 
ment and progress; organising foreign interventions against 
the people of Oman; the racist military coup d’état in Chile; 
and the policy of racial discrimination in Southern Africa 
through the racist regimes collaborating with Zionism. 


The Seminar considers the Republic of South Africa and 
Israel as the bastions of capitalist monopolistic expansion in 
Africa and the Middle East, as well as the main supporters 
of multi-national corporations; it also considers deepening  co- 
operation between Israel and South Africa as a threat to the 
economic independence of Arab and African countries. 


The Seminar calls for the strengthening of economic and 
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political relations among Arabs and African States in the 
struggle for national sovereignty and economic independence. 


Second : Apart from the above-mentioned ways and means, 
the imperialst powers take advantage of their privileged posi- 
tion with regards to developing countries, namely thir control 
of world capitalist markets, of which the developing countries 
are still dependent. 


Moreover, imperialism endeavours to adapt itself and its 
modes of activity in view of opposing development and hindering 
the social and economic transformations of the above-mention- 
ed countries. 


The governments of these imperialist countries whose in- 
terests are organically identified with those of the multi-national 
monopolistic corporations, continue their endeavours to main- 
tain their domination over the peoples’ resources, exploit their 
human potentialities and squeeze their financial resources 
through several means, including’: 


— Exporting the consequences of inflation prevailing in 
the capitalist economy, to the economies of developing countries; 


— Establishing economic organisations and groups, such 
as the energy agency, and such other institutions, with the aim 
of shattering the gains realised by the peoples of the developing 
countries concerning their natural resources, and impeding the 
realisation of new gains; 


— Seeking to disrupt the unity of the developing coun- 
tries through various practices and pressures exercised on a 
number of them, due to their reactionary regimes or because 
of the economic difficulties they are facing’; 


— Discrimination in the sphere of foreign trade and of 
international division of lahour against the developing countries; 


— Resisting the establishment of an infrastructure for 
the development of national technology in the developing coun- 
tries, by encouraging the emigration of brains and skills to the 
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imperialist countries whilst imposing exorbitant prices on in- 
dustrial projects and industrial equipment as well as on the 
transfer of technology to the developing countries so as to 
make it impossible for the latter to implement the required de- 
velopment programmes; 


— Raising the prices of manufactured goods, foodstuffs, 
agricultural] products and construction material imported by de- 
veloping countries to levels that are incompatible with the 
modest rise in raw material prices brought about by the peoples’ 
struggle. 


World imperialism is encouraged to perpetrate its hostile 
policy against the peoples’ aspirations in developing countries, 
by excessive spending’ in non-productive spheres undertaken by 
some ruling reactionary cliques in these countries, which 
employ the revenues of raw materials, notably, of oil, in the 
capitalist market and spend excessively on intensive armament, 
unjustified by the requirements of national defence, 


In the meantime, imperialist forces relying on feudal 
capitalist cliques and other reactionary elements in developing 
countries, endeavour to weaken economic cocperation with the 
sccialist states. 


Capitalist powers also endeavour to encourage trends and 
patterns of cavitalist production in some developing countries 
by relying on their alliance with capitalist and feudal classes 
and other reactionary cliques. All this is done with a view to 
turning the public sector, in particular, and the national 
economy, in general, to a satellite and an extension of the 
canitalism of the State monopoly in advanced capitalist coun- 
tries, and seekins to maintain the developing countries in a state 
of dependency on the world capitalist market and submission to 
the laws of capitalist economy. 


Hence, it becomes obvious that the process of development 
in the developing countries necessitates adherence by the latter 
to a firm policy against imperialism and its monopolistic com- 
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panies, and gearing their resources toward development in 
accordance with a comprehensive system of scientific planning. 
It also necessitates releasing the masses potentials by carrying 
out fundamental socio-democratic changes allowing the participa- 
tion of women and the new generation, including youth and 
students, in the process of devetopment, to achieve cultural 
progress. At the same time, it is also necessary to consolidate 
the unity of forces in developing countries and confront at- 
tempts by imperialist and reacticnary forces to divide ther, 
particularly by means of consolidating the non-alignment move- 
ment and strengthening its anti-imperialist course. Tne process 
of development necessitates unification of these forces strugel- 
ing for progress, namely the masses in developing countries, the 
international working class and the socialist states. 


It is also necessary and basic here to premote cooperation 
with the International Socialist Community not only to confront 
reactionary imperialist aggression but also to consolidate de- 
velopment programmes and independent development in these 
countries, and develop new patterns of equitable relations on 
the internaticnal level in the interest of the struggle waged to 
establish a new world economic order. 


Moreover, the whole of mankind faces serious challenges 
and hazards due to the Jagging rate of development of food- 
stuffs and other primary materials as compared to the high rate 
of population growth. Mankind also faces the threat of environ- 
mental pollution and the misuse of natural resources. All this 
would require joint international efforts and concerted struggle 
for all progressive forces and countries the world over to 
surmount these problems in the interest of the pecples and the 
cause of peace and progress. 


It is necessary that Socialist and developing countries 
collaborate in devising an indigenous technology in developing 
countries that accords with their circumstances and their 
economic as well as social aspirations. 


The main obstacle standing in the way of these endeavours 
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and such international cooperation is the imperialist monopoiistic 
companies which do not cease to sabotage international peace 
and cooperation as well as international relations in general. 


The establishment of equal international economic relations 
requires the common struggle by peoples of developing coun- 
tries thanks to mutual cooperation whilst relying on the sup- 
port of the international socialist community and progressive 
forces throughout the world, particularly the movement of the 
working classes in capitalist countries, in order to raise the 
standard of living of the peoples of developing countries, to 
achieve their social and economic development and to enable 
them to effectively contribute to secure the victory of the cause 
of peace, freedom, equitable international cooperation, and 
economic and social independent development. 


The peoples of these countries must exert constant efforts 
in order to diminish their links with the world capitalist 
market, reconstruct their independent national economies as 
well as continue the struggle for a new international economic 
order. 


It is extremely important that socialist countries play a 
larger part in the formulation of a new international economic 
order. 


Peoples face today the vital necessity to stop the arms 
race and realise disarmament so that the immense potential- 
ities absorbed by the arms race may be released, channelling 
them to serve development and international cooperation and 
liquidating attempts of imperialist forces to cause tension and 
instigate wars; the necessity to end once and for all the night- 
marish threat of a destructive world war, as well as proceed 
along the path of complete national liberation and consolidation 
of peace, of the policy of peaceful co-existence and interna- 
tional cooperation, and, consequently, the consolidation of 
world peace, and of the security of peoples on the basis of 
freedom and justice.
